In September, Harvard 
Observatory announced 
that a new comet had 
been ‘discovered in the 
constellation Cygnus, It 
was noted first on a pho- 
tograph which was taken 
by L. Cunningham 
through the 8” telescope 
at Rose Ridge. 

Tt was then of the 18th magni- 
tude, but by January It may be 
of the first magnitude or brighter. 
It may even approach the well 
known Halley's Comet In bright- 
bess and splendour, so amateur 
astronomers will follow Its pro-~ 
gress with interest. Its path car- 
rles it southward, and after the 
first week or two in January it 


mav not be visible in Hong Kong. 
A preliminary ephemeris shows 


~-2 bythe third week in January. 
This is based on the sixth power 
of the heliocentric distance, and 
is necessarily uncertbin, In all 
probability !t will-pess perihelion 
(pars necrest the sun) in the third 
weck in January, at a distance 
from the sun 
36,000,000 miles, It will then be 
In a position between the earth 
and the sun, As it approaches 
the sun, it will display its wonder- 
ful plumage because exeltation by 
the sun will increase it's activity 
somewhat, 


Visible In H.K. Through 
Glasses : 


At the moment, the comet ts 
visible In Hong Kong only through 
high powered glasses.” Anyone 
possessing a 3" telescope may be 
rewarded a glimpse of this visitor 
from the far beyond, 


A study during recent evenings | , 


through a 4" refractor reveals this 
mighty wanderer rushing towards 
the constellation Aquila, with the 
Milky Way as a background. Its 
magnitude /s approximately (plus) 
@ and may easily be mistaken for 
au nebula or even a nova, ag it ap- 
pears to be head on and showing 
very little tail, But a close scrutiny 
discerns a rather bright nucleus 
(head). , 

It is not generally understood 
that a comet's toll Is always point- 
ed away from the sun, whether 
[t in approaching or receding. It 
gathers tremendous speeds during 
this perlod and tho tall grows 
longer, Some are regular perlodic 
visitors, that is, they travel para- 
bolically, others are drawn in to 
our system by tho sun's gravito- 
tlonal pull from outer space. These 
clther become members of the 
sun's system and become perlodie, 
or else resume their hyperbolle 
course Into outer space. The re- 
cent showers or “shooting stars" 
we have lately been witnessing, 
are supposed to be all that re- 
malns of some of these visitors, 
The famous Leonlds of November 
have been proved to be tho disin- 
tegregated rema of a once

A Practical Conclusion 


The practical point for us is 
that oll the hypotheses about Gere 
men intentions lead to the same 
conelusion, namely, thut we should 
do our utmost to strengthen our 
Army, Navy, and Air Foree in the 
Middle East. We have good ground 
for hoping that any thrust te the 
South will, like the thrust to the

to those who share neither the 
gains nor the losses, America, in- 
decd, need not blush for her lin- 
perialism, France chose the plun 
of sending colonio! representa- 
tives to the Imperial Parliament. 
In ‘the lost century It was serious- 
ly suggested for Westminster, but 
received little support. In one 
respect, that-of ignoring the Col- 
our line in certain social respects, 
we have to admit Saxon inferi- 
orlty to Galllc and Latin tradition.
